Meetings of all the locals are being 
held to elect and Instruct the dele- 
gates to the Hazleton convention. Tbe 
sentiment among the more thoughtful 
and intelligent miners is opposed to .i 
continuance of the strike. These men 
will uKe as one of their chief argu- 
ment the BiRniflcant fact that the com- 
panies' mine oflicials are not soliciting 
their .men to vote asainst tbe strike, 
while at the same relative time la the 
last strike thepe same officers were 
working day and night to discourage 
the men from striking. The story that 
the Morganised fleets will be used to 
Import coal and prevent a famine does 
not cause President Mitchell any evi- 
dent concern.

In addl- 
liOB to these, they contain those mineral ele- 
snaats of which the bone structure of the body 
1s«ompoaed, tIs., lima and phosphoric add.

The latest thing in the way of auto- 
matic machinery ie the paper hanger. 
It is claimed for this machine that it will 
perform the work in a much more rapid 
and easy mannw than the old method 
of sprea'Iinfi; the paper on a table, cut- 
ting it into strips of the proper length, 
applying the paste and finally placing it 
in position on the wall. 

According to the Inventor, about all 
the operator of this apparatus has to do 
is to turn the crank aad place the ma- 
chine in a new position after each piece 
of the paper is attached to the wall. 
The paper ia placed in the machine in a 
single roll, and is automatically cut to 
the proper length, paste applied and the 
paper put on the wall while the operator 
is doing nothing but revolving the wheels 
by means of the crank. 

The invention consists of a carriage ar- 
ranged to travel on a vertical track and 
carrying a roll of paper, a paite holder, a 
rotary paste brush, presearebrashee and 
a Ijnife for serving the paper at the prop- 
er moment. The roll of paper in un- 
winding ie made to come in conjunctton 
with the paate carrying brush, pa-ssins; 
thence to the wall. The turning of the 
crank causae the supporting carriage to 
rise in its toothed guides, carrying the 
pressure brushes across the paper as fast 
as it is put In position. When the top of 
the room is reached the stoppage of the 
carriage is utilised to tnrow the long 
knife blade into a slot and sever the pa- 
per. The carriage is then pulled down 
by means ot the chains and the support- 
ing frame moved along to the next posi- 
tion on the floor. More time ia occupied 
In pladDg the maohiae in poeition than 
in applying each lectlon of the paper, 
but even this is a ehort operation, owing
